AFFECTED  BY  THE  INFLUENCE  OF  THE  SPANISH  LITERATURE.  HE

EFFORTS  OVER  SEVERAL  YEARS  OF  SENDING  FACULTY  MEMBERS  TO  THE 
SUMMER  INSTITUTE  PROGRAMS.  A MAJOR  CHALLENGE  FOR  THE 
PROGRAM  IS  TO  RECRUIT  QUALIFIED  FACULTY  MEMBERS  FOR  THE 
SEVERAL  DISCIPLINES  THAT  THE  PROGRAM  OFFERS.  BY  ATTENDING 
THE  PROGRAM,  HE  WILL  HAVE  THE  CHANCE  TO  MEET  WITH 
ACADEMICIANS  AND  COLLEAGUES  FROM  OTHER  COUNTRIES  WHICH  WILL 
STIMULATE  FUTURE  INTERACTION  AND  COOPERATION  AMONG  SCHOLARS 
WORKING  FOR  THE  SAME  GOAL.  DR.  GOGAZEH  HAS  PARTICIPATED  IN 
SEVERAL  CONFERENCE  IN  JORDAN  AND  IN  SPAIN.
